PACIFIC COAST. 


San Francisey Budget—Oregon and 


Washington News. 


San Francisco, May 16.—It is an- 


nounced that the Mohave branch of the 
Central Pacific Railroad is completed to 
the Colorado river. The Atlantic and 
Pacific road have only sixteen miles to 
lay before reaching the river.

THE CROP PROSPECT. 

Review of the Condition of the State- 

San Francisco, May 16.—Telegraphic 
reports from thirty-three counties of 
California, this afternoon, show that 
thirteen will give the largest wheat 
yield yet produced; four will be above 
the average; thirteen average; one be- 
low the average; two poor crops. From 


the good counties the grain‘is reported 
plump, heavy and clean. Inthe south- 
ern counties of Los Angeles, San Diego 
and San Luis Obispo, the May rains 
have done much good; also in the San 
Joaquin Valley, where, a month ago, 
fears were entertained of less than one- 
third of acrop. Stockton now reports 
the crops in the San Joaquin in fine 
condition. Careful estimates place the 
yield of that locality at over four 
million bushels. In some sections 
of Napa Valley rains and high 
winds have injured the crops. 
The same is true in some north- 
ern counties, where the late rains 
rusted the grain a good deal, and it will 
have to be cut for hay. To summarize: 
Our unusual May rains have tended to 
benefit the wheat in the middle and 
southern sections, and to injure it in 
the northern. The hay crop has been 
more or less damaged throughout the 
State. The fruit crop is affected to a 
large extent similar to wheat. In most 
of the northern counties a large propor- 
tion of fruit, except apples and pears, 
has been destroyed, but the southern 
counties have been benefited by the 
rain. The grape yield will be large— 
Fresno county will give an enormous 
quantity; over three thousand new acres 
will begin to yield this year.

Much is being written and said 
about the reorganization of old and 
the formation of new parties. 
make a suggestion. Every political 
convention should vote vira voce. No 
man sent as a delegate to such a body 
to represent a constituency has any 
right, moral, legal or equita- 
ble, to vote by secret ballot. 

Such conventions have become part 
of our systemof government, and they 
generally, almost universally, select 
the men who make or administer our 
laws. As well might a member of the 
Legislature vote secretly as the dele- 
gate to a political convention, for 
they are both representatives of the 
people, and their respective constituen- 
cies have an absolute right to know 
how, or whether or not they have been 
represented. 

The most of our pohtical troubles in 
California have been caused by secret 

balloting and its concomitant evil, se- 
cret caucusing. That party, whenever 
formed or re-formed, which adopts as 
one of its fundamental rules that dele- 
gates are but agents or representatives 
of their constituencies, and not politi- 
cal autocrats for the time being, and 
therefore shall vote viva voce, will then 
have made a movement calculated to 
restore the control of political affairs 
to the hands in which it belongs, and 
to destroy the rule of cliques and ccr- 
porations, and preserve in fact as well 
as in theory our “government of the 
people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple.
